beginning Wednesday, September 24. 


This is a relief measure for the benefit of the actual 


wood-cutters living in the territory adjacent to the city, 
and purchase of wood will be strictly regulated to pro- 
tect their interests. 


Purchase will be restricted to five cords per week 


from one family, but the Water & Light Plant reserves 
the right to move this restriction up or down whenever 
it' appears necessary to protect the wood-cutters' in- 
terests.

Storage of Cotton 
Urged For Farmers 


Bales 
Damage 
Quickly 


After Being Thrown .on 


Ground Experts Say 


Hundreds of bales of cotton may be 


seen in various parts of Hempstead 
county lying on, the ground with noth- 
ing but earth under them and the 
blue sky over them. This may be one 
of the easiest ways to store cotton, but 
jt is also one of the most expensive. 
A bale of cotton, according to infor- 
miition furnished by leading cotton 
men, damages readily when left lylnc; 
en the ground. 


The fact that the price of cotton is 


low is no valid reason why we should 
tend to lower, it further by getting 
more damaged cotton. Adequate stor- 
age for cotton cither in compresses, 
warehouses, or sheds at home, where 
the bale is dry on all sides, Will pay 
for itself many times over according 
to County Agent Lynn Smith. "I al- 
ways put my cotton in storage just as 
soon as possible after ginning because 
I find it the most economical in the 
long run," stated George Schooley. 
one of the larger cotton farmers in 
Hempstead county when interviewed 
about how he handled his cotton after 
ginning.

More than 1000 bushels of oats and 


100 bushels' of wheat has been sold in 
Blevins the past week for planting 
this fall. People in that section are 
taking great interest in getting this 
fall crop in, (o supplement the sum- 
mer feed crops which were almost a 
complete failure, due to the drouth of 
about 90 days duration. 


It is understood that quite an acre- 


age of rye and vetch has also been 
planted in this locality, during the 
past ten or fifteen days. 


But one day, after he had been ped- 


dling rugs for 25 years, he found him- 
self on the upper tip of Manhattan, 
at the edge of a' wooded hill that is 
called inwood park. There the desire 
to be a farmer came to him.

slian that he must move. 


The second farm, that of Mrs. Joe 


Benedeto, is even stranger. On three 
sides are the cliffs of Broadway and 
213th and 214th streets. On the fourth 
side is Tenth avenue, with its elevat- 
ed, railway trains rumbling within a 


few feet of the Benedetos' red brick 
farmhouse. 


Joe Benedeto and one of his sons 


drive an ice-truck. Mrs. Benedeto and 
the other nine children, four boys and i 
five girls, work the farm.

The Blevins cotton gin had turned 


out 188 bales of the 1930 cotton crop 
up until noon Saturday. Folks in th'S 
section have been getting out their 
crops as fast as possible, in order for 
their children to attend school and to 
get the crop gathered before the fall 
rains commenced. 


It is expected that the Blevins gin 


will only operate three days per week, 
possible after this week. The man-1 
agcrs of the gin believe it would bo § 
better to run three days a week than 
to maintain a crew of workmen all 
the week and be idle a greater part 
of the time. 


Geese Are Cheap Feeders And 


Require But Little Shelter 


Gees are generally raised where, 


they have good pasture or a good 
grass range. They are gccid grazc'-s. 
and except during the drycst sum- 
mer months will ;:ick' up mnst of 
their living. Pasture may be supple- 
mented with light feeds of common 
home prown grains or a wet mash 
daily, the necessity of this being de- 
termined by the antount and condition 
of pasture available. 


Goslings do not need feed until they 


arc 24 to 36 hours old. when they 
should be fed any one of the mashes 
recommended for chickens or duck- 
lings, or n mash or dough of two- 
thirds shorts and one-third corn meal, 
which can bo made equal parts shorts 
and corn meal, and five per cent bee.1' 
scrap added after six weeks. Bread 
and milk is an 
excellent 
feed 
for 


young goslings. 


Most geese breeders do not confine 


their geese for fattening, but 
feed 


them freely a few weeks on a fatten- 
ing ration before they arc marketed 
The geese may be confined two or 
three weeks .'ind fattened but some 
green feed or vegetables should be 
added to the ration. 


Geese are fed a ration to produce 


eggs during the latter part of the win- 
ter (about February 1) or, so that the 
gcslings will be hatched by the time 
there is good grass pasture. They are 
allowed to make nests on the floor 
of an old outhouse, or large boxes, 
barrels, or shelters provided for thut 
purpose. Some breeders prefer to raise 
all their goslings under 
hens, 
as 


geese sometimes become difficult to 
manage when allowed to hatch and 


rear their young. 
_ 
| 


Hens used for hatching goose eggs j 


must be dusted with insect powders, 
and have good attention, as, in the 
cnsc of geese, the period of incubation 
is longer than is that 
of 
chickens. 


Goose eggs may be hatched in incu- 
ijatcrs and the goslings successfully 
raised in brooders, although this is not 
a common practice on Arkansas farms. 
The period of incubation for goose 
eggs varies from 28 to 30 clays. Mois- 
ture must bo added to the nest after 
the first week if hens are used for 
their incuoauu.- 


A gander may be mated with, from 


one to four geese, but pair or trio 
matings usually give best results. The 
wild gander usually mates with only 
one goose. 


Except in winter or''during stormy 


weather, when some protection should 
be provided, mature geese do not need 
much of ;i house. In many c;i.s::; good 
results have been obtained where no 
housing facilities were used. Coops, 
barrels, or some oilier dry shelter 
should be provided for the young 
goslings. The goose houses .should be 
kept clean and plenty of straw provid- 
ed for the floor. 


The Toulous is the largest of the 


standard breeds of geese; the adult 
gander weighing 20 pounds and the 
adult goose and young gander weigh- 
ing 20 pound;;. This is one of the more 
popular breeds of geese in Arkansas. 
It has been found to bo u fair layei 
producing 20 to 35 eggs a year. It is 
doci:\ grows rapidly, and makes a 
good market bird. However, its dark 
pinfeathers make it slightly less at- 
tractive for murkct than the Embden. 


Use Care In Moving 
Pullets To Quarters 


Production May Slump If 


.Care Is Not Used in 


1 
Changing Birds 


Poultrymcn aftcn find it quite a 


problem putting pullets into winter 
quarters without slowing them up. 


It is advisable to move the pullets 


to their permanent quarters a week or 
two previous to their coming into pro- 
duction. Moving them 
after 
they 


have laid their first egg is certain to 
mean an upset. When moving the 
pullets do it with as little disturbance 
as possible. Have the hen house thor- 
oughly cleaned and new litter in it 
ready for the birds. 


We suggest that you use the siime 


type of hopper in the hen house that 
you use on the range. With strange 
hopper equipment 
many times the 


pullets which have lost a pound in the 
first two weeks in the hen houso be- 
cause of strange hopper equipment.
